Drive Sales Exceed 175,000 


Results Top Expectations as Dealer Inventories Drop, Cash Rises; 


Car, Truck, Production Continues 


Feb. Car 


Sale of more than 175,000 used cars 
during National Used Car Exchange 
Week, which ended last Saturday as 
the industry’s most successful co- 
operative effort, is borne out in 
ADN’s cross-check of manufacturers, dealers and 
associations made late Tuesday. While actual figures are 
lacking in some instances, unofficial results indicate 
ADN’s estimate of last Saturday will hold true. 

The big drive, which cost manufacturers $1,250,000 in 
promotion alone, reduced dealer inventories by about 
60,000 units, thereby clearing the path for trade-ins on 
new cars and providing an opening wedge in a decided 
upswing in spring new car sales and automotive plant 
employment. In some localities, ADN staff correspondents 
reported Tuesday, there is actually a shortage of used 
cars following the drive, and the indication is that used 
car prices will rise soon in those territories. 

Results of the drive, viewed in dollars and cents, show 
used cars averaged roughly $275 per unit for an aggre- 
gate dollar volume of approximately $50,000,000. At least 
a third of these were “clean” deals, and 40 per cent of the 
total is estimated to have involved no financing. 

Company heads and dealers declare the results are 
above expectations, since the week’s sales ran from 2% 
to three times the normal used car turnover at this time 
of the year. Higher-priced models proved the best sellers,

thereby greatly relieving dealers’ heavy capital tieup in 
these later-model cars, and in many instances dealers 
reported a sizeable increase in new car sales along with 
used vehicle sales. 
While actual figures are lacking in some instances, 
ADN has broken down the drive’s sales as follows: 
Ford, over 57,000 units (official figures), valued at $14,- 
100,000, representing a stock reduction of over 22,500 units, 
with a net value of $7,800,000; General Motors, 65,000 units, 
with an aggregate value of $17,875,000; Chrysler, 30,000 
units, a gain of about 35 per cent over the previous week, 
for a dollar value of $8,250,000; independent companies 
and unaffiliated used car lots, more than 20,000 units, 
valued at $5,500,000.

over last week’s revised figure of 56,871 units, and com- 
pares with 102,211 jobs in the corresponding week of 
1937. Speeded operations are expected momentarily in 
several of the bigger plants, and production in future 
weeks will likely show continued gains. 

Especially will this be true, ADN believes, when manu- 
facturers and dealers have had time to adjust stocks as a 
result of the industry’s National Used Car Exchange 
Week. The fact that dealer used stocks were reduced 
considerably during the drive and added cash made 
available, plus the usual spring pickup, will mean that 
dealers will now be in a position to talk deals, with a 
resultant increase in new car sales and _ factory 
production. 

General Motors divisions the current week, ending 
Mar. 19, will turn out 23,489 units, compared with 22,905 
last week and 49,621 last year, according to ADN esti- 
mates. The increase is due almost entirely to upped 
operations at Pontiac, which has gone on a five-day 
basis. Slight gain is also noted in the Oldsmobile pro- 
jection currently. Chevrolet, sticking on an average 
three days, figures to assemble about 15,500 jobs this 
week; Buick has 3,239 scheduled; Pontiac expects 2,400; 
Oldsmobile, 1,850, and Cadillac-LaSalle around 500 units. 

Chrysler divisions will maintain last week’s four-day 
schedule, with 13,850 jobs likely, as against a revised 
total of 13,650 last week and none in the corresponding 
period of last year, when sitdown strikes were in 
progress. Plymouth should get about 6,000 of the total, 
Dodge around 5,100, Chrysler 1,600, and De Soto has 1,150 
carded for the current week. 

Ford, which has been on a breather, will bump opera- 
tions to 12,000 units currently, compared with 10,500 last 
week. With Lincoln accounting for about 630 units, the 
Ford total will hit 12,630 units this week, ADN estimates. 

The industry’s independent group will maintain previ- 
ous operations currently, although some advances are 
noted at Studebaker and Willys. Packard’s projected 
1,200 jobs this week tops the group, followed by Stude- 
baker’s 1,052, Willys’ 850, Hudson’s 800, Nash’s 680 and 
Bantam’s 150. Graham and Hupmobile remain closed, 
while the miscellaneous group should account for 5,100.

Negotiations the UAW and the Chrysler Corp. The 

union is expected to seek modification 
of the strict no-strike clause of the present one-year con- 
tract, which expires March 31. The corporation, on the 
other hand, will probably request limitations on the type 
of grievances that may be taken to higher company 
officials. 

The present no-strike clause is understood to have 
resulted in frequent disagreements during the past year. 
Under its terms the union is pledged not to strike, but no 
satisfactory machinery for settling deadlocked disputes 
has been available. Unless this is set up it is likely that the 
union will seek a clause similar to the agreement reached 
with General Motors last week when the UAW agreed 
not to strike until the entire grievance procedure had 
been exhausted and only then with the authority of the 
international officers.

year and has borrowed $50,000,000 
for similar work early this year. 
The report shows a 1937 net of 
$94,944,358, against $50,583,356 in 
1936. 


Financing Drops 

Washington.—Dollar volume of 
retail car financing during Janu- 
ary is set at $68,669,071, 24 per 
cent under December and 36 per 
cent under the previous January. 
Wholesale financing was $81,069,- 
789, 41 per cent under December 
and 49 per cent under January, 
1937.

In a “confidence” vote tabulated Monday, Walter 
Reuther, member of the executive board of the UAW, 
was re-elected president of the West Side local in Detroit. 
Elected with him were three other members of his slate 
who defeated candidates believed to have received the 
indorsement of Homer Martin, international president of 
the UAW. Reuther got 2,785 votes to his opponent’s 636. 

Meanwhile, in Harrison, N. J., the local plant of the 
Crucible Steel Co. was closed in a strike of 1,500 employes. 
The strike, called by the Steel Workers Organizing Com- 
mittee, threatened to spread to other company plants.

With 19 states thus far reported for 
February, new passenger car regis- 
trations are running more than 40 
per cent under the same month a 
year ago. On this basis, ADN esti- 
mates that final figure for the month should be in the 
neighborhood of 125,000 units. Titles issued in February 
in the states reported total 31,371 units, against 54,806 for 
the same states in February, 1937, and 41,380 units for the 
same states in January, 1928. 

Total registrations during February last year reached 
214,973 vehicles. New York and Kansas are still unre- 
ported for January, but figures available indicate that the 
final national total will not exceed 150,000 registrations, as 
compared with 280,685 in January, 1937.
